In lite maner he confeſſed, that by witch craft he

In like maner he confeſſed ten Church- robberies, 
fifteene Murthers by the high wapes ſide, robbe- 
ties by night in Marchants ſellers by him elke 
done foure and fwentie-ſeuerall times: and that no 


locke no2 dw2e could withſtand him, but by Hitch 


craft he could make fliz open. 
Finallp,he confeſſed that in his life time, he had 
by night fpered eight of his neighbours houles, 


whereby were burned in thep2 beddes both men, 


women, and childꝛen, to the number of fixteene:

Tͤhele aloꝛeſapd confeſſions being taken before 
the Goucrnour, and other Burgeſſes of the Cittie

Firſt, they were all lixe bꝛought befozethe'towne 


houſe of Manchen, where the Moman (being placſt 
betwirt her two Sonnes) had both her Bzeſtes 


cut off: with the which Bꝛeſtes, the Executioner 
ſtroke her th: times about the face: and in like 
maner her two Sonnes, who ſate on each fide of 


her, were likewiſe beaten about the face with their 
mothers Bꝛeſtes thꝛ times apœce. This beeing 
done in the pꝛelence of manp people, the Moman 
had lixe ſtripes giuen her with a Mhip of twiſted
